Moeglein et al (7,123,928) teach a system and apparatus, exemplified in Figure 1, 
wherein a base station may be associated with a plurality of MARs.and wherein a specific MAR is 
selected for a desired purpose, particularly directed to position determining. Moeglein et al 
(2006/0103575) are directed to examining the quality of a positioning signal acquisition assistance 
window in A-GPS. Riley (6,865,395) is directed to position determining in a wireless network, see Figures 
1 and 9, wherein a position is determined on the basis of expected MARs of base stations.
